RE: Duke Energy Kentucky’s Annual Cost Recovery Filing for Demand Side 
Management 

Pursuant to a request by Duke Energy Kentucky (“Duke Kentucky”), an informal 
conference was held on December 18, 2007 at the Commission’s offices in Frankfort, 
Kentucky. The conference was requested by Duke Kentucky to review its annual 
demand-side management filing, answer questions regarding its application and to 
provide the parties an opportunity to discuss the procedural schedule for the 
proceeding. The Office of the Attorney General (“AG”) is the only intervenor in the case. 
An attendance list is attached hereto. 

Staff members directed questions to Duke Kentucky which were addressed by 
the representatives of the company during the conference. The AG’s representative 
mentioned that the AG had filed a data request to Duke Kentucky and noted that the 
request contained 80 questions. 

Duke Kentucky asked whether any aspect of the filing required clarification. Staff 
requested clarification on the Residential Conservation and Energy Education Program 
as to the description of tier service and the determination of incentive payments to 
customers. Duke Energy explained that these determinations are made with the 
assistance of a contractor and explained where the information could be found by staff. 

There being no other questions from any party, the informal conference was 
adjourned, with the promise that the Commission would issue a Procedural Order in due 
course.
